naturally conceived; the group is illumined in a warm 
tone, and beautifully finished 

48 A Forest Scene, in the centre of which some Figures are 

angling in a Pool, and a Female traveller is resting herself 
beneath a wild Bank, warmed by a bright gleam of Sun¬ 
shine ; a Peasant is driving Sheep up an ascent on the 
right—a picturesque and hilly distance opens on the left 

49 St. John baptizing Christ in Jordan, three Angels assisting— 

a multitude seen in the distance — Infant Angels and 
Cherubim are descending in a cloud of light above. This

50 The Virgin, half-figure, viewed from behind, with her arms 

extended, is viewing with delight the Infant seated on a bed, 
while an Angel is teaching it to read—circular. Formerly

51 The Interview between Coriolanus and his Family ; one of the 

set of fine historical subjects by this Master formerly in 
the Orleans Gallery 

52 A River Scene, with Vessels, a Ferry Boat, and Figures; 

Buildings, Churches, and Mills upon its banks and in the 
distance : on the right, in front, is a Cottage and an old 
Lime-Kiln, overgrown with herbage beneath a rich clump 
of Trees 

53 A Boy astride upon a seated Mastiff, and holding his chain, 

as if about to let him loose upon a Wolf who has attacked 
his Flock; he appears in a moment of great animation 
calling to a Companion—painted with breadth and fine 
effect; the characters both of the Youth and the Dog are 
expressed with great truth.

Ponte Molle, and some dwellings at the extremity of it, 
terminate the scene on the left; some loaded Barks are 
moored near the Bridge, and the Tiber flows in agreeable 
perspective to the right; a group of Peasants driving their 
Cattle to water, or returning from the River, are distributed 
over the front ground—a beautiful specimen 

Madame- . 5? A beautiful Female whole-length Figure, in a white satin 

dress, holding in her right hand a miniature and a billet 
doux 9 which, from the expression of the countenance, she 
appears to have just read; her right hand rests upon a Globe 
upon a table—beautifully finished 

C. DUSART ... 58 A Peasant Family at their Repast; the Mother with a Child 

at her breast, her young Son beside her, is seated at her 
humble fare which is placed on a three-legged stool; the 
Husband is cutting a loaf a little farther from them—painted 
in a deep rich tone. From the Cabinet of Monsieur Robit.

Both ....... 59 Mounted Figures and Peasants driving Cattle at the turn of a 

Road, at the foot of a wooded Hill, crowned by buildings;

P. WOUVERMANS 60 The Little Horse Fair ; various Figures are examining and

agreeable distance—very capital 

63 A Lady in a yellow satin Pelisse, edged with a breadth of 

white fur, is leaning upon a Table, on which a Turkey 
Carpet has been turned back, and is reading a Letter with 
much apparent interest. A Basket of Drapery is at her 
feet. A folding Screen conceals the distant part of the 
apartment. This admirable chef-d’oeuvre is from the Ca¬ 
binet of Monsieur Robit; see Catalogue, p. 102, No. 152 

64 A mountainous Landscape, where, upon a Road sheltered by 

lofty Trees, through the thin and light foliage of which the 
varied shapes of a rocky and wooded Cliff appear, a group 
of Nymphs is collected after Bathing* designed to represent 
Diana and Calisto ;—these Figures are from the pencil of 
Poelemborg—a delightful warm tone is diffused through 
the scene , 

65 The admired chef-d’oeuvre of this Master, well known by the 

tijle of the Corset Bleu : a Lady in a Pelisse of blue 
satin, edged with broad white fur, seated in a Chair, her 
foot resting upon a Chauffrette, holds a score of Music, 
while a Cavalier seated upon a Table before her is pre¬ 
paring to accompany her upon a Guitar: a favourite 
Spaniel is looking up at its Mistress. A precious bijou, from

69 THE MARRIAGE at CANA, and the miracle of our Sa¬ 

viour changing Water into Wine, a beautiful composition of 
twenty-two Figures. The perfect ease which accompanies 
the character and action of each individual in it, and the 
mild and agreeable harmony of the colouring, mark the 
feelings and disposition of this amiable Painter. It is of his 
finest time and execution.—From the Collection of Monsieur 
Robit; see the Catalogue, Page 40, No. 61 : but previously 
in the celebrated Cabinet of the Due de Presle.

70 THE INFANT CHRIST SLEEPING, the right Arm list¬

straightened in its course through a mountainous district, is 
making its quiet way towards the front of the scene, where 
it falls in a strong Cascade, through massive rocky frag¬ 
ments. The higher grounds are embellished with Wood, 
a Cylindrical Tower, and a Dwelling at the edge of a pre¬ 
cipice, and Cattle on the opposite side of the Stream; in 
the front, three Female Peasants are about to return, after 
milking their Cows, which, with some goats, are near them 
—a brilliant and exquisite chef-d’oeuvre. From the Cabi¬ 
net of Robit; see Catalogue, p. 5.

72 A VIRGIN and CHILD, Interior, small upright, with much 

sweet and natural character in the countenances; the dra¬ 
peries very rich and brilliant. This highly finished Cabinet 
Gem was in the Orleans Collection, and is also engraved in 
the collection of the King of France’s Pictures, of which it 
previously formed a part. 

73 The finding of Moses, who is presented to the Daughter of 

Pharaoh, followed by a cortege of beautiful Females of dig¬ 
nified character; beyond the River, which is spread 
across the centre of the scene, are rising grounds covered 
with Buildings and Wood—the whole is treated with splen¬ 
dour of colour, and singular transparency, not unworthy of 
the best time of Nicholas Poussin
